DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed 14 January 2008. 
Claims 25-28 are now pending. The Examiner acknowledges the cancellation of claims 
1-24. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 25-28 are allowable over the prior art of record. The following is a 
statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: regarding claims 25- 
28, the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a method for implanting a 
bulking prosthesis comprising implanting a rod-like bulking prosthesis in a miniature 
state at the time of implantation having a sharpened tip proximate to an anal sphincter, 
the bulking prosthesis engaged with an application device and withdrawing the 
application device, wherein the bulking prosthesis assumes an enlarged state after 
implantation.
